Dead Near M^gstaff. 


F l a g s t a f f , A . T ., N ov. 
1 3 . — 
One white man and five Nuvajo 
Indians killed and two whites and 
one Navajo wounded was the re­ 
sult of the attempt of a 
deputy 
sheriff to arrest a Navajo Saturday, 
ten miles south gf W alnut station, 
news of which has just reached 
here. 
On November 6 a band of six 
Navajos who 
were 
hunting 
on 
Canon 
Padre, 
below 
Anerfon 
Rim, in this county, held up W il­ 
liam Montgomery, a cowboy in the 
employ of William Roden, a cattle­ 
man. 
They accused him of steal­ 
ing horses and threatened to kiii 
him. 
He came to Flagstaff and ob­ 
tained a warrant for their arrest, 
and, with Deputy Hogan, left to 
make the arrest. A t R oden’s camp 
they were joined by W m . Roden 
and W alter Durham, who went 
along to show the deputy where 
the Navajos were camped. 
A rrivin g at the camp the party 
dismounted, anticipating no trou­ 
ble. 
Hogan attempted to execute 
the warrant and entered a brush 
corral, where four Navajos were, 
when the Indians made resistance 
and a shot was fired at Hogan, 
striking him in the back, he at the 
same time being in a tussle with 
one Navajo who was trying 
to 
shoot him. 
Hogan drew a pistol and killed 
his antagonist. 
The fight became 
general and ended when the am­ 
munition of the white men was ex­ 
hausted. 
The result is that five 
Navajoes are dead and one wound­ 
ed. 
Montgomery was shot through 
the heart. 
Hogan was wounded 
three times but not seriously.

One of the heaviest dry 
goods dealers in Topeka said : 
‘T buy my 
goods from the 
trusts. 
They have me in their 
power. 
W ere I to be interviewed 
and tell the truth about the increase 
in prices and the cause, I believe 
the trusts would make it impossi­ 
ble for me to buy goods. 
So don’t 
use fny name.”

The Capital editorially warns | 
the republican party of the im­ 
pending danger in its protection of 
trusts in the following : 
“ We are not alarmists, but we 
are impressed with the belief that 
the people of the United States are 
facing today a menace to the peace 
of the country as great and power­ 
ful as slavery was in 1S61, In 19 00 
it will be a national issue.
